WAR PREPARATIONS 

Ib Oree«^ Continas, and tb« Greek Be- 
•erres. Numbering #56,500 Men, Will 
Be Mobilized. 

Athens, March 6. — Advices received 
here show that the force of Christiana 
are investing Heraklion number 15,000 
men. The insurgents have stopped all 
communication vvith the town by land, 
and it is certain that unless the foreign 
warships actively interfere in behalf 
of the Moslems the town will shortly 
be compelled to surrender. 

The small detachments of sailora 
and marines landed from the various 
warships still occupy the town, but 
without the aid of the fleets they could 
make but a feeble defense against the 
overwhelming numbers in the insurg- 
ents. The greatest activity is being 
displayed in Athens in making prepa- 
rations to give battle to the 

Turks should they cross the 

Greek frontier. The ministry of war 
presents a most animated scene. Offi- 
cers in uniform throng the corridors 
and orderlies are constantly being dis- 
patched in every direction with orders 
to different commanders. The tele- 
graph wires are cons'';antly busy with 
dispatches to officers in distant places. 
The most energetic measures are being 
taken for the mobilization of forces. 

There is a similar scene of activity 
in the ministry of marine where 
everything possible is being done to 
place the fleet in readiness for any 
contingency. 

There is no sign anj’ where of the 
king or government receding from the 
position they have taken and it is 
ominous that in the face of the threat 
of combined Europe the warlike 
preparations are being carried on with 
feverish activity. The most intense 
enthusiasm is everywhere displa\'ed

Remainder of the Troop* Dispersed la 
Great Disorder— The Spanish Com- 
mander, Gen. Vara del Rey, Nar- 
rowly Escapes Capture. 



The GoTernment Will Call Out the East 
Two Classes of Resreves — The Crown 
Prince LeaTes for Trikhaia Thessaly 
— A Turkish War Vessel Chased. 



New York, March & — A special dis- 
patch to the Sun from Manzanillo, Feb- 
ruary 27, via Havana, says: The Span- 
ish column of Gen Vara del Rey, 2.000 
men strong, was defeated and dispers- 
ed two days ago by the Cuban forces 
under command of Gen. Calixto 
Garcia. More than 1,000 Spaniards were 
left dead on the estate Costomada, 
and the remaining part of the column 
entered Manzanillo in the greatest dis- 
how serious the defeat 



New York, March 8. — A special cable 
dispatch to the Herald from Athens 
says: 

Quite a warlike aspect is visible all 
over the squares and the streets of the 
capitoL Reservists are hurrying from 
all parts of the kingdom. Several 
batteries and one regiment of cavalry 
have left for the frontier. 

The government intends to call out 
the last two classes of reserves. 

The Crown Prince Constantine leaves 
on Monday for Trikhaia in Thessaly, 
taking chief command of the troops 
there. 

• The government will Monday sub- 
mit a reply to the collective note of 
the powers. 

A Turkish warship, while attempt- 
ing to land troops and provisions at 
Douro, in the Gulf of Arta, was chased 
by the Greek revenue cutter Afroissa, 
being unable to escape she ran ashore 
and only 15 of her crew were saved. 

The British ironclad Anson, from 
Malta, has arrived at the Piraeus. The 
British cruiser Blanche and the battle- 
ship Nile have left the port. 

London, March 8. — A dispatch to 
the Central News from Athens gives 
the following summary reply to the 
ultimatum of the powers which Greece 
handed to the diplomats Monday when 
the time expires in which a reply can 
be made. 

It will recall that Greece in 1890, in 
deference to the wish of tKe^iowers 
used her influence with the Cretans to 
induce them to accept reform.s offered 
by Turkey. It wnll point that the 
continued unsettled state of the island 
is proof of the futility of the measures 
of reform. 

With regard to the autonomy of the 
island the reply will state that it is for 
the Cretans to decide whether they will 
accept or noL 

It will reply that the evacuation of 
Crete by Greece is impossible, because 
peace, to restore which Greek troops 
and war ships were sent to the island, 
remains seriously disturbed. 

London, March 8. — A large radical 
meeting was held in Hyde Park Sun- 
day to give voice to the feeling in fa- 
vor of Greece, which generally obtains 
among the masses of England. Among 
the speakers were Joseph Havelock 
W'ilsbn, M. P., for Middlesborough, 
and Edward J. Morton, M. P., 
for Devonport. Resolutions were 
adopted amid much enthusiasm ex- 
pressing sympathy with the Cretan 
Christians m their struggle for free- 
dom, congratulating Greece upon her 
Arm resolve to protect the Cretans, and 
protesting against the coercion of 
Greece by the powers. One of the res- 
olutions urges Lord Salisbury to refuse 
to disgrace the British fleet by lending 
it to support the Turks. 

^ - The weather was not favorable for a 
large outdoor gathering, it being dull 
and threatening, but nevertheless 
there were fully 20,000 persons in the 
park, including the onlookers.

In spite of the art of snatching vic- 
tory from defeat, in which the Spanish 
officials’ reports so greatly excel, Gen. 
Vara del Rey is obliged to confess his 
disaster, though finding au excuse in 
the superior numbers of the Cubans 
and the advantage of their position. 
In his report, known at Manzanillo, 
though probably it will not be pub- 
lished in Havana, he says that his col- 
umn was only 1,500 men strong and he 
estimates the Cubans at over 3,000. 
The Spanish dead, he says, were 500, 
and he adds, that notwithstanding he 
was obliged to retire, the losses of the 
insurgents were severe. 

The battle turned against the Span- 
iards when Gen. Vara del Rey tried to 
cross^ on his way to Manzanillo, the 
river Buey, notwithstanding the heavy 
fire from the Cuban rifles and two can- 
non, one a 12-pounder, which caused 
terrible slaughter. 

While crossing the river all was dis- 
order and confusion among the Span- 
iards, and they could not reply to the 
volleys of their foes. Nearly all their 
horses were drowned and they had to 
abandon the more important part of 
the convoy they were escorting. A 
small bridge of w’ood of which they 
availed themselves broke down, and 
with it one Spanish cannon sank to 
the bottom of the river. Other cannon 
were left on shore and were captured. 

On the other side of the river Gen. 
Vara del Rey found another Cuban 
column waiting for him. In the state 
of panic and confusion to which his 
troops had been reduced the Cubans 
could easily complete their victory. 

Vara del Rey himself narrowly es- 
caped being captured, and he owes his 
salvation to a Spanish captain named 
Quintero, who bravely protected him 
with some hundred soldiers from a 
sudden cavalry attack by the insurg- 
ents. 

In this situation the Spaniards de- 
cided to abandon the remainder of the 
convoy which they succeeded in tak- 
ing across the river and they has- 
tened their march to Manzanillo. As 
the object of the Cubans was to seize 
the convoy, the fight ended there. It 
lasted eight hours. The Spaniards 
took two hours to cro.ss the river and 
they behaved with great courage dur- 
ing all the battle. Not a single Span- 
ish soldier deserted. All who did not 
reach Manzanillo were left, killed or 
wounded on the field. 

The battle w'as directed by Gen. 
Calixto Garcia in person, though the 
great success he obtained was in great 
part due to the skill of his chief-of- 
staff. Col. Mario Menocal, who re- 
ceived information about the path 
which Vara del Rey had decided to 
follow. He planned the battle, plac- 
ing the Cubans on both sides of the 
Garcia took command of

know full well that the Greek army by 
itself is no match for the numerically 
superior Turkish forces, but they also 
know that in the event of war the 
whole of southern Europe w’ould | 
'6e set on fire. It is this that 
the powers wish to prevent if 
they attempt to use force to compel 
Greece to accede to their demands. 
There is a very strong probability that 
Greece will apply a torch that will 
start a conflagration, the result of 
which no one can foretelL It is be- 
lieved here that the powers, seeing the 
chance of their becoming involved in a 
general war, will, owing to their con- 
flicting interests, make haste slowly in 
attempting to force the Greeks to with- 
draw their support from the Cretan 
Christians. 

It has been decided that there shall 
be a general mobilization of Greeks, 
and to this end the two classes of re- 
serves that had not been summoned 
previously have been called. 

The reserve forces alone give a total 
of 104,500 men, and behind this is what 
is called the territorial army, which 
numbers upward of 146,000 men, not 
by any means an insignificant force. 
The standing army number.s about 25,- 
000 men of all arms. 

Ammunition and supplies for the 
troops are being supplied as rapidly as 
possible, and in a few days the whole 
available war strength of the nation 
will have been prepared for au 5 
eventuality that may occur. 

Vienna March 0. — It is stated here 
upon authority that the porte has ac- 
cepted the settlement of the Cretan 
difficulties agreed upon by the powers, 
which contemplates the establishment 
of an autonomous administration in 
Crete, the withdrawal of the Greek 
troops and fleet from the island, and 
the subsequent withdrawal of the 
Turkish troops, etc. 

The same authority states that the 
admirals of the foreign war ships are 
preparing plans to coerce Greece into 
compliance with their demands for her 
evacuation of the island in the event 
of her failure to do so within the six 
days prescribed. 

Paris, March 6. — The Figaro pub- 
lishes a report of an interview with M. 
Delyannis, prime minister of 'Greece, 
had by the correspondent of the paper 
in Athens The Greek premier is quot- 
ed as saying that the Greek troops 
would not, under any circumstances, 
be withdrawn from Crete. 

Greece, M. Delyannis said, merely 
asked for a plebiscite teshow that tha 
inhabitants of the island of Crete are 
overwhelmingly in favor of a union 
with the Greek kingdom. Anyway, he 
declared, Greece would prefer to dis- 
appear from the map of Europe rather 
than draw back from the position she 
has taken. 

Athens, March 6. — The cabinet coun- 
cil, which met Thursday evening after 
Premier Delyannis’ interview vvith 
King George, sat untill o’clock Friday 
morning. It is reported that as a re- 
sult of the deliberations of the minis- 
ters several important decisions 
were reached. According to report 
the cabinet determined upon the 
action of the Greek fleet on the coast 
of Macedonia, with a view of aiding 
the mobilization of the Macedonian 
forces, the guarding of the Macedonian 
towns devolving upon the gendarmie 
and the depot battalions. It is esti- 
mated that Greece will soon have 100,- 
000 men under arms, including the, re- 
serves 

The Greek ironclad Spezia and Tzara 
have sailed from the Pirasus under 
sealed orders 

London, March 6. — In the house of 
commons Friday Mr. G. N. Curzon, 
under secretary to the foreign office, 
stated that the British battleship Rod- 
ney, with three foreign warships, had 
started for Zlino, Crete, with orders to 
assist the Turks who are besieged by 
Cretan Christians near that town. 



The nomination of ex- Senator Shef^ 
man to be secretary of state was con- 
firmed off hand without the formality 
of a reference to any committee. This 
was done as an act of courtesy to an 
ex-senator, and in conformity with the 
customs of the senate under similar 
conditions. The other nominations for 
the cabinet were referred to the proper 
committees, which went into session at 
once for their consideration. 

The entire cabinet was confirmed. 
There was no objection raised to any 
of the nominees. 

Ex-Congressman Bellamy Storer, of 
Cincinnati, has been tendered and ac 
cepted the office of first assistant sec- 
retary of state, now filled by Mr. 
Rockhill, of Maryland. 

The president Friday afternoon issued 
a proclamation calling an extra session 
of congress, to convene March 15. 

President McKinley arose at half- 
past seven Friday ’morning, after a 
good night’s rest, and in no wise the 
worse for the fatigue incident to the 
inaugural ceremony. Mrs. McKinley 
al.so has not been harmed by the la- 
bors and excitement of the week. 

The first official act of the new 
president was the signing of the com- 
mission of John Sherman as secretary 
of state. 

The president’s secretary, J. Addison 
Porter, arrived about 9 o’clock and 
talked for half an hour or more with 
his chief. 

At 10:25 the members of Mr. Cleve- 
land’s cabinet, with the exception of 
Mr. Olney, who c^me ten minutes 
later called to pay their respects and 
bid farewell. 

There were numerous small robber- 
ies reported Friday morning as having 
occurred Thursday and Thursday 
night. The residence section of the 
city was almost deserted by its inhab- 
itants attending the inauguration cere- 
monies down town. Among the houses 
entered was that of Controller Eckels, 
who lost $300. Quite a number of ar- 
rests were made of suspicious charac- 
ters. The general order of the city 
was good.

The Deepest Are Less Thaa 

Feet. 

The deepest body of fresh water in 
America is Crater lake. Ore. Onl3' on a 
lake in the world. Lake Baikal, exceecLi 
it in depth, and it is only 400 feet deeper. 
Until recentl3* it was asserted Crater laka 
was bottomless, but soundings liave 
show n its greatest depth to be 2,000 feet. 
It is five miles in diameter, nearl3' cir- 
cular, and occupies the crater of an 
extinct volcano. No fish have ever been 
known to exist in Crater lake. EecenU3' 
a club of mountain climbers, with head- 
quarters at Portland, sent to Washing- 
ton a request that Crater lake be 
stocked with trout, and the government 
?xperts are going to find out if such a 
scheme is practicable. It is easy 
enough to put trout into the water, but 
the question is if there is sufficient 
food in the water to nourish them af tcir 
they are there. The experts will tow 
small gauze nets over the water at all 
hours of the da3*. ^Vnimalculae w'ill 
catch in the gauze, and from its abund- 
ance or lack it can be ascertained if the 
water contains nourishment. 

An interesting series of experiment* 
will also be undertaken to ascertain the 
temperature of the water at various 
depths. No such observations have ever 
Deen taken of fresh w’ater so far down. 
With this end in view a full equipment 
of self registering thermometers and' 
supplementar3’ apparatus will be taken 
along and'letdown with sounding lines. 
There are very few' places in the lakf 
where the depth is less than 1,600 feet; 
and no lake on the western hemisphere 
approaches this. 

It is no wonder, then, that Crater 
lake was supposed to be bottomless. 
However, the truth is that all lakes ovet 
150 feet deep possess a sinoilar reputa- 
tion. Any body of water that is deepot 
than the length of the longest feeling 
line is sure to lack a bottom in the 
popular belief. A first-rate example of 
this sort of delusion is afforded by 
lafayette lake, in Idaho. It was 
formerl3' imagined to be bottomless, 
and later its depth was officially stated 
to be 2,600 feet. Recent investigation 
proves that its greatest depth is 305 feet. 
There is no data on which to base a 
guess as to the bottom of Crater lake, 
but the supposition is that it will be 
ver3' little above the freezing. The 
temp>erature of the ocean remains at 
about 40 degrees Fahrenheit all the year 
round, even in the tropics. Neverthe- 
less, some volcanic heat ma3' 3'et remau 
to warm the waters of Crater lake.— 
Chicago News.

There being no signal service in Chi- 
na, the authorities, in case of a pro- 
tracted drought, rely upxin the gods for 
relief. Recently the following procla- 
mation was issued b\’ a roagi.strate, in: 
the hoj>es of procuring a shower:. 
“Obeying m3’ siipieriors, this proclama- 
tion is issued, and again we beseech thO' 
favor of Heaven. Sheep, bogs and all' 
such animals must not be slaughtered, 
nor must there be any barter in them. 
Chickens, ducks, fish and shrimps must 
not be- sold for food. Onions and garlic- 
must not be eaten. Let no one lightly 
or negligently regard this. If an3’^)ne 
purpiosely disregards this proclamat?on 
he W'ill; be brought before the magis- 
trate- and beaten.** — ^N. Y. Sun.

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KANGAROO HUNTING. 

' lUdiBar to Hoauda After the Nimble 
Bmtea in Aoatralia. 

There are t\Nx> of hunting kan- 
g'aroos in AustraJIa, one follcm*ed by nac 
live hunters and the other by white 
men. The natives surround a herd ol 
the animals, narrow the circle and then, 
when the kangaioos dash at them in 
wild efforts to escape, kill them with 

I short spears and clubs, commonly called 
waddles. It is lively work for the na- 
tive. The kangaroo uses his hind leg 
viciously and with great judgment, and 
dogs, horses and men have been tom 
open by the nailc of Xis hind feet. 

The white men prefer to follow the 
kangaroos with dogs. Every herd of 
kangaroos has a leader, known as the 
old man or boomer, which warns his 
followers of the approach of danger 
by stamping the ground with his hilid 
foot, matking a booming sound that 
starts all the kangaroos in hearing on 
\ run. A soared herd will run 20 or 3C 
miles at times, or until it reaches safe- 
ty. A male weighs from 100 to 175 
pounds and is seven or eight feet long. 
The English make up parties of hunters 
and follow the kangaroo with dogs 
somewhat like foxhounds, but of great- 
er size and strength. Women and men 
join in the «port, riding to the hounds 
on good horses. 

“Kidlng to the place where a herd 
of the beasts have been seen the day 
before by bushmen,” a Sportsman Mag- 
azine writer says, “we came to the bush, 
a growth of ubiquitous trees and tree 
ferns, fit to brush one off his horse. 
Quiet was the word of caution passed 
when we came near the sparsely grown 
ground bc3’ond the bush where the 
kangaroos had been seen. The dogs 
were called in, and then we rode from 
the bush into view of the herd’s senti- 
nel, and then a.waj' went the kangaroos, 
followed bj" the dogs, and we w’ere at 
the tail tips of the dogs. The kanga- 
roos could not run, but folding their 
forelegs across their breasts, they sat 
down. Then, with tail and hind legs, 
away they w ent by hops, no hop being 
less than 20 feet long, and others being 
more than 30 feet. They cleared shrubs 
12 feet high. 

“CuriousU' enough, the kangaroo trav- 
els faster up hill than down, the dogs 
catching up on the down slopes. The 
beast sometimes breaks its neck while 
running down hill by going head over 
heCils. The does began to throw^ their 
youngout of their pouches, and we knew 
thej* W’ere hard pressed. They turned 
suddenly for the water. We found the 
dogs at a water hole with boom- 
ers at bav. We dismounted, and draw- 
ing our knives, waited an opportunity 
to run in and hamstring them. A dog 
rushed in and was caught by the hind 
leg of a boomer and pressed under 
water, wliere it was quickly drowne<l. 
Then a dog got one of the beasts bj' the 
back and threw it, whereupon my cousin 
quickly hamstrung it, while I capped its 
nose with my w h'p, killing it. We had 
kangaroo tail soup and steaks for din- 
ner for se^eraJ da vs. — X. Y. Sun.

that skill alone could control. Forman 
or horse singly they bad neither re- 
spect nor fear; but a man on a hoise 
could rule them, provided there were 
enough men on horses.

Two or three times the 
herders found it necessary to drive the 
cattle several miles to water; but the 
grass near the ranch house was largest, 
because through the earlier part of the 
season the stock had been kept at some 
distance from the home h^dquarters.

A few weeks longer of short feed w ould, 
he feared, make them unsalable at the 
high prices on which he had counted. 

The next day there was another drive 
to water, and a tiresome one it w’as. 
Twice the herd broke into an awkward 
trot, and it required all the herders’ in- 
genuity and efforts to restrain it. 

The crackling of a stick, the call of a 
quail, the sudden starting of a jack- 
rabbit — nothing seemed too trivial for 
the cattle in their present condition. 

“Watch ’em mighty close, bojs,” was 
the chief herder’s order, when, after 
much difficulty, all were safely returned 
to the “house range,” as the feeding 
grounds near home were called. 

And the^' were watched close. All 
da^' an Endless procession of herders 
rode round and round the restless crea- 
tures, turning back the stragglers. 

On the second day the atmosphere 
seemed more oppressive than in weeks. 
It was “headache weather,” according 
to Aunt Serena, and she found the mile 
walk to the schoolhouse a wearisome 
one.

The Varieties Most Suitable for Prof- 
itable General Cultivatloa. 

At the recent meeting of the Ontario 
Experimental union, held at the Agri- 
cultural college, Guelph, Ont. (Canada), 
Prof. H. L. Hutt, the experimenting 
liorticulturist of the institution, gave 
a report on the results of the recent 
experiments with strawberries grown 
on the college grounds. He has ob- 
served an extra giowth of plants as 
a result of the careful removal of the 
blossoms the first season. This only 
confirms our old experience, that in or- 
der to secure the heaviest crop the sec- 
ond 3'car (which is the main and usual- 
ly the only fruiting year, as strawber- 
ries are handled by good growers), w’e 
have to adopt the practice of preventing 
all fiuit setting the same season that 
the bed is established

ROAD CONSTRUCTION, 



The Two Essential 



Points to Be 
Aimed at by Builders. 

Prof. F. J. H. Merrill, in a paper read 
before the Albany institute, says that 
the question of good roads in this coun- 
try is now at about the same stage at 
which it was in England a wentury ago; 
At that time roads were so bad that a 
general investigation was undertaken 
resulting in the formulation of certain 
rules for road building, w hose adoption 
led to the construction of the fine high- 
ways for which Great Britain has so 
long been famous. The problem was 
then of great commercial im^xirtance, 
»s England had no railroads. 

The experience of over 2,000 years has 
show 11 conclusively that there are two 
essential points to be aimed at in the 
construction of a road. First, a hard, 
smooth waterproof surface; second, a 
thoroughly dry foundation. These 
pi iuciples were known to the Homans 
300 years B. 0, The surface of a good 
road may be of sufficient strength to 
resist the wear and tear of traffic, and 
t’mooth enough to prevent underw ear on 
vehicles. In connection with this, the 
soil beneath must lie made dry, andkejit 
'drj'. Thereiore,the subject of read draiu- 
age is as important as that of road 
metaling. The best road covering is 
composed of angular fragments of some 
stone, which will grind on the surface 
into a dust, which, when wet, will bind 
or, in a measure, cemeut the fragments 
together, so that water w ill not iiene- 
trate. The angular form is essential to 
make the fragments interlock. The 
sizes should be quite uniform, except 
that the surface layer may consist of 
smaller fragments than the bottom 
course. The total thickness of this 
metaling must be at least six inches 
on a natural soil foundation. Tile frag- 
ments should not exceed 2% inches in 
diameter, and should be rolled in two 
separate courses with a heavy steam 
roller until the surface is absolutely 
firm.

Then in order 
to have a full crop, we must have full 
matted rows. With varieties that are 
^'ood plant-makers, like Wilson, Cres- 
cent, Haverland, Bubach, Warfield, etc., 
we have no difficully in .securing the full 
stand of plants, in an average fair sea- 
son, even if in starting the bed we put 
the plants two feet apart. This is the 
distance which Prof. Hutt recommends 
for planting such sorts, while 18 inches 
is as much as poor plant-makers should 
be spread apart in the row at the start. 
Next, for a heavy yield, we want the 
heavy yielders. Among them, Warfield 
was found to be at the head*. Afton is 
much like it. Warfield has a good leaf 
and a very firm berry. Haverland is 
one of The best for home cultivation. 
L’ubach was the 18th, and Crescent the 
29tli, in the order of best, yielders. 
Haxerland was found at the head in 
general health and power to resist rust. 
Among the perfect dowering sorts 
(those named all being pistillates), 
Sabnders was found fiist in productive- 
ness and vigor. Prof Hutt prefers to 
grow the imperfect ai.d jierfect bloom- 
ers in alternate rows, in order to insure 
full fruit setting and therefore best 
yield. The question is what varietie.s 
to plant together. Haverland was the 
first to show bloom. Van Deman, a 
perfect-flowering sort, is also an early 
bloomer, and might be used to furnish 
pollen for the other. Lovett’s Early 
aud Gandy bloom soon after these, and, 
in a pinch, might be used for the same 
pur|K)se. Haverland and Warfield are 
among the earliest to give rii>e fruit. 
Bio stands second in the list, although 
it stands 43d in the order of yield. 
.Michel’s Early stands third for earlj*, 
and gives a large yield for an early 
sort, but the fruit is small and soft. 
Warfield stands fourth for earliness, 
and is the great beiry for the west, and 
for heavy' land and plenty of moisture, 
but seems not so good for light, dry 
soils. Among the latest varieties, Prof. 
Hutt mentioned Edgar Queen, likjuiuox 
and Airs. Cleveland. — T Greiner, ;u 
American Gardening.

ORCHARD AND GARDEN 



Any soil that is too damp naturallj 
to produce healthy trees should be 
avoided. 

Vacant places in a young orchard car 
be filled with trees, but not so with at 
old one. 

If only well-rotted and thoroughly- 
fined manure is used the garden can 
hardly be made too rich. 

Lime is one of the best materials tc 
apply to get rid of the white grub iu 
the strawberry beds. 

Wood ashes and poultry manure make 
the best fertilizers for onions. They 
can both be used as toj) dressing. 

It is a good plan as ..el! as an inter- 
esting experiment to try a few new 
varieties every year on a small scale. 

When onions are to be raised from 
seed all reasonable care should be taken 
Lo sow the seed at the first opportunity. 

In manuring fruit trees the best re 
suits cun be secured by scattering the 
manure so that the whole surface will 
be enriched. 

Now is a good time to haul out man- 
ure and scatter it over the strawberry 
beds. Plenty of manure, evenly spread, 
will insure fine fruit. 

Keep fruit trees properly trimmed 
from the beginning of their growth, and 
in this way secure the desired form 
and save the cutting off of large limbs. 

To grow large, rich currants, make 
the ground rich aud keep it clean and 
mellow. Thin out the brush by cut- 
ting aw ay the old stunted grow th of 
wood, and leave the young, vigorous 
roots. 

Strawberry plants that are well 
mulched are least affected by sudden 
change of weather. The mulch also 
prevents the plants from beginning to 
grow too early in the season and lessens 
the risk of their getting killed by' late 
frosts. — St. Louis Hepublic.

When one has a good deal of poultry'

furnished with a skydight all the bet- 
ter. It should be light and large enough 
to give sufficient room for a stove to 
Avarm the room, as Avell as to keep the 
water hot for scalding or other pur- 
poses.

INFORMATION OF VALUE TO EVERY 
BODY ABOUT APPENDICITIS. 



A Danfferons Snperflalty — Popular Errors 

on the Subject — How to Recognise the 

Danger Signs — Between the Ages of Ten 

and Thirty It Is Most to Be Feared. 

There la a popular and false notion 
that appendicitis is caused by a grape 
seed, an orange seed or some other foreign 
substance getting into the vermiform 
appendix. The true cause is the setting 
Up of inflammation and consequent gan- 
grene In the tissue of the appendix, us- 
ually due to insufficient circulation of 
blood in the part itself. In thousands of 
operations which have taken place — 
many in time to save the life of the pa- 
tient and many too late— there is not 
one authenticated case of a foreign sub- 
stanoe, tmoh as a seed, being found in 
the appendix. This will be more fully 
realized when one has in mind that the 
interior of the appendix is only big 
enough to admit a medium sized darn- 
ing needle. Its great liability to disease 
is due entirely to its low order of vital 
resistance — that is, it is an organ which 
appears to have no actual use in the 
present machinery of man, but in the 
earlier stages of man’s development it 
is believed t^ have been a large pouch 
that played an important part in the 
digestive operations of the human sys- 
tem. By ages of disuse it has gradually 
shrunk to its present dimensions and is 
known to science as a vestigial organ, 
one which is only a remnant of its 
former self and possessing but a vestige 
of its original functions. 

This becomes more clear if some other 
parts of the body which now seem to 
'have no use are considered. The tonsils 
are in this class and also the wisdom 
teeth, and both are peculiarly subject to 
disease. 

The appendix is in one of the most 
delicate and vital parts of the body, in 
the peritoneal cavity, usually to the 
right of the center of the abdomen. 

But in rare instances it has been found 
on the left side, and stilly more rarely 
otherwise displaced. This discovery, 
made very recently, has caused the sur- 
geons to be extremely careful to locate 
the trouble before using the knife. 

But science never stands still. It al- 
ways pushes its investigations beyond 
mere appearances, and out of the myte- 
ries of nature develops facts which give 
it power and might. When it was once 
proved that the poison which produced 
septic peritonitis came from the break- 
ing down or decay of the appendix, 
the very root of one 'of man’s worst 
physical foes was laid bare. Further 
practice established beyond a doubt that 
in a large majority of cases the appen- 
dix could b© removed by a simple sur- 
gical operation and the patient restored 
to vigorous health, if the disease was 
discovered in time and correctly diag- 
nosed. 

The surgeons now regard the opera- 
tion itself as one of the most simple, 
but to obtain the best results it should 
take place within a few hours after the 
patient begins to suffer from the disease. 
In fact, the sooner the operation is had 
fJhe better are the chances of recovery, 
while tf the knife is not resorted to 
death is sure to ensue very promptly or 
after lingering miseries from the deadly 
poison perambulating through the sys- 
tem and coming to the surface in ab- 
scesses. 

The symptoms are so plain and un- 
mistakable to the surgeon of today that 
any sufferer may know them for himself: 

First. — The attack is always sudden. 
It comes on when the person is appar- 
ently in the best of health and without 
the slightest warning. 

Second. — A sharp pain is felt in the 
very center of the abdomen. This is al- 
ways the case, whether the appendix be 
in its correct place on the right side or 
displaced to the left. 

Third. — A sore and tender si)ot, very 
painful to the touch, is located exactly 
where the incision must be made to find 
the appendix. 

These are the three plain symptoms 
which have been found in thousands of 
cases with scarcely a variation. 

Thus it is that many sudden deaths 
occur to persons in robust health. They 
are thought to have a colic or a vertigo, 
when the truth is that miserable and 
useless little organ, the appendix, has 
met with some kind of an accident and 
clogs the whole machine. 

Appendicitis usually occurs between 
the ages of 10 and 80 years. It is ex- 
tremely rare above or below those ages. 
It is much more frequent among males 
than females, the proportion in all 
countries being 20 per cent females to 
80 per cent males. 

The cause for this difference is of 
very recent discovery, and is not even 
known generally among the medical 
profession. Dr. Clado, a French surgeon 
tnd investigator, sought an e^lan^ion 
of the coi^arative immunity of tAe fe- 
male sexrrrom the malady, and discov- 
ered that the appendix in woman has an 
extra blood vessel that does net exist in 
man. This discovery was hailed with 
delight by the surgical world. It was 
not only a bit of new knowledge of in- 
finite value, but was an additionahproof 
of the theory that the collapse of the 
appendix is always due to its want.^ 
vital resistance. — New York JourHal,

Porous Tires. 



Bicycle dealers who want to fedneate 
riders to use the form of tire which will 
give both rider and dealer the least 
trouble, would do well to remember the 
following, printed February 6, 1897, by 
the L. A. W. Bulletin, official organ of 
the League of American Wheelmen : «>< 

We often hear about “porous tires,” but 
never without a feeling that somebody may 
be mistaken The fact that air comes turougb 
the outer surface of a tire in numerous plac^ 
is by no means coo elusive evidence that there 
is more than one leak in the lu'ier tube. Al- 
though tires are classified as inner tube aud 
hosepipe, the idea conveyed to the miud of a 
novice is erroneous, since all tires have inner 
tubes,— the principle difference being that 
in the hosepipe tire the inner tube is vul- 
canized fast to the outer part of the tire- In 
the case of a tire in which the inner tube is 
separate (called the i. ner tube tire) the inner, 
or air, tube may be taken out an immersed in 
water while it contains just enough air pres- 
sure to stretch it slightly above its natural 
size. If it contains any holes, however small, 
tlie air will rise tlirough the water in small 
bubbles: and if such a tube is found to be 
“porous” while it is yet new”, it should be re- 
turued to the manufacturer. Tliis, however, 
will be extremely rare, as the method usuall^’^ 
employed prevents such results. 

It numerous bubbles rise from different 
psirts of a hosepipe lire at the same time (and 
we believe it is this form of tire that is most 
often accused of beii»g porous), the chances 
are th..tihe air is leaking through one hole 
in the iuuer tube, aud that it divides into 
numerous chauuels before it reaches the sur- 
face. 

The threads, of wliich all tires are made 
may, aud often do, act as minute tubes 
which convey air from some leak at the in- 
side, aud let it escape at one or more open- 
niugs some times quite a distauee, from the 
actual puncture. 

Great care sliould be taken in plugging a 
hosepipe tire to prevent any fibre of the can- 
vas from forming a couueciion bttweeu the 
inside of the air tube and the main part of

canvas The cut shows in an e.xaggerated 
fashion the manner in whlcn air frequently 
finds its way to the outside through the 
threads. 

After any tire has been used for some time, 
the outer rubber, which comes in direct con- 
tact with the road, will receive many little 
cuts or punctures which extend only from 
the surrace in to the first layer of canvas, and 
it is through these susface puuciures that the 
air escapes, even though sometimes it may 
first follow the canvas for several inches. 

Instances have been known where the 
actual leak in the inner tube was on the 
opposite side of the tire from the point where 
the leak appears to be. 

There are some American riders who 
do not know that the cycling public of 
Enrope, after long experience, long ago 
adopted double tube tires as the only 
satisfactory ones. Any Amerienu rider 
who knows what a nuisance porous tire 
are will haca up this experience. While 
in America the Morgan & Wright 
(double-tnbe) tire is sold at a very rea- 
sonable price and under a liberal guar- 
antee, its construction is patented, so 
that other tire makers have tried to 
force into favor single-tube tires, which 
failed in Enrope. 

Year after year these single-tube mak- 
ers bring out a new idea for successfully 
stopping leaks and repairing punctures, 
and year after year they fail, and the 
man who buys generally pays dearly for 
the experience 

In the Morgan & Wright construction 
the porosity is avoided, and when one 
of these tires is punctured the repair is 
permanent. Inside of the inner tube 
lies a strip of rubber, called the quick- 
repair strip. To repair a puncture, 
simply inject some M & W. quick-re- 
pair cement inside the inner tube, press 
down, and pnmp up. See that the tire 
is pnnxped up, however, while the 
cement is being injected, so that the 
cement will get into the inner tube. 
Riders who use M. & W. tires ncl fol- 
low this simple instruction When the 
tires puncture, will save t’ emselve and 
dealers from the trout' ec of porosity 
and imperfect repairs.
